One stream has covered ground al- 
ready arid from previous eruptions, 
but the other is going swiftly towards 
the village of Ottajano, the direction 
taken by the famous eruption of 1872. 
The whole district around the volcano. 
Is shaken by frequent earth shocks, 
and a perfect panic prevails, the pop- 
ulation crowding the churches.to pray 
or gathering in open spaces for safety.

destitution In the hurricane-stricken 
districts is appalling. 
Thousands of 


persons, homeless, starving and illly 
clad, are hurrying to the towns to 
obtain shelter and supplies, but as all 
the churches and public buildings 
have been demolished, the misery is 
Intense.

American people. Foodstuffs and lum- 
ber are urgently needed, and assist- 
ance was implored.

New York, Aug. 14.—Baron Robert 


Oppenheim of Paris has begun suit in 
the supreme court against the Trust 
Company of the Republic to Recover 
$300,000 and interest for alleged ser- 
rlces In obtaining subscriptions among 
his friends in France for securities of 
the United States Shipbuilding com- 
pany. He swore to his complaint be- 
fore the United States consul general 
in Paris on July 7. He asserts that 
he was engaged from May 1, 1902, to 
Jan. 1, 1903. 


Won Canadian Cup. 


Toronto, Ont, Aug. 14.—The Iron- 


doquoit, the American challenger for 
the Canadian cup, won the deciding 
race of the series, thus wresting the 
trophy from across the border. It will 
now rest in the Rochester Yacht club 
until some Canadian boat la able to 
bring it back.

Washington, Aug. 14.—Postmastet 


General Payne has had prepared a 
statement showing the status of the 
rural free delivery service throughout 
the country. It shows that during the 
monh of July, the flrst month of the 
present fiscal year, almost 3,000 new 
routes have been established. The ap- 
propriation made for the entire ser- 
vice for the year was $12,000,000, or 
a little less than $3,000,000 more than 
necessary to maintain the existing 
service.
